MEMORANDUM FOR: Chief, FI 

SUBJECT : Request for Amendment to Project AEMANNER 




1. It is requested that an amount of $ 11,6501 be authorized for 
Project AB4ANHER during the current renewal period 1 August 1956 to 
31 July 1957. This amount Is to he considered as over obligated In view 
of the fact that the total amount authorized for renewal period is 
$26,400. 




2. The over-expenditure of Project AEMANNER resulted from a series 
if misunderstandings , largely concerned with L 3. In January 1956 

Memorandum of Oral Agreement with c ^ was received from Frankfurt, 
his expenses to AEMANNER effective 1 January 1956, duly approved 
Staff. Subsequently the field requested authority to provide bous- 
ing^or C 3 and his family. Headquarters concurred provided the 

housing facility was also used as a safehouse under Project AEPOLE* A 
second Memorandum of Oral Agreement effective 1 May 1956 was received. 

The covering dispatch stated the previous agreement had been canceled and 
that the conditions governing the procurement of housing bad been met. 
Accordingly, Headquarters processed the agreement through PP Staff on 
2k April 1956. In December 1956 the field proposed that tf should 

establish a Press Agency In Bonn, and that he be given Head q ua r ters train- 
ing. Ibis proposal and Headquarters approval in principle were labeled 
AEMAMNER. Meanwhile, C 3 was offered a Job byU 2 , an agent 

under Project AEPOLE. The traffic between Headquarters and the field 
concerning this was labeled AEPOLE. In March 1957, the field requested 
permission under AEMANNER f or t_ J to sign a lease for a new house 

In Bonn. Headquarters approval was contained in a lengthy cable primarily 
concerned with the AEPOLE Job, and was labeled AEPOLE. The high rate of 
expenses reported against AEMANNER prompted a query to the field as to 
which Project was supporting ir a * The station responded that salary 
operational and travel expenses, furniture and advance rent payment for 
the new Bonn safehouse had been charged to AEMANNER. In addition, funds 
above the approved amount unfortunately had been alloted to Frankfurt for 
AZMAHNER. 



3* In view of this involved situation— further complicated by the 
fact that the fiscal year is closed and additional funds to cover ^ 

expenses cannot be alloted to PP Project AEPOLE— it Is requested that this 
amendment to AEMANNER be approved.

1. This memorandum is to he considered as an addendum to the 
memorandum dated 28 May 1957* Request Additional Funds for Project 
AEMANNER. The purpose of this memorandum is to give more personal data 

on L 3 and £ '** 3 

a. X J is a Lithuanian Displaced Person presently 

residing in West Germany. He is a principal agent on Project 
AEMANNER. His duties consist of translation, interrogation, 
and developing REDSKIN operational leads stemming from his 
many acquaintances in the Lithuanian community, and particularly 
from contacts in the maritime trade between Lithuania and 
Western Europe. 

b. C 3 is a recent Soviet defector. She was a 

professor of economic geography at the Pedagogic Institute in 
Vilnius, Lithuania. Subject has been debriefed by this Branch 
from 1 May 1957 for FI and PP information. Upon completion of 
debriefing by this Branch, the Subject will be turned over to 
the Alien Interrogating Branch of the 00/Contact Division for 

* further extensive debriefing.
